In that ease the disgrace is some- 
thing more than personal, it is na- 
tional. Now in such a position do 
we stand to-day, as a nation bol'oro. 
the world. Wo are nationally dis- 
graced—disgraced ill our own eyes, 
disgraced in tho eyes of the world, 
disgraced in the sight of God. Oh! 
it is a shame and every patriotic and 
generous man must feel it to be a 
shame to be brought face to face 
with such exposures of political cor- 
ruption in the very year when we are 
inviting the world to rejoice with us 
in our coutoimiul commemoration, 
and to study and admire and to copy 
our institutions and our laws.

ed ; the large number of o'lieiuls who 
have been ready to sacriiice princi-

elections, and corrupt Legislatures 
—are features palpable in our polit- 
ical history that demand tho gravest 
consideration and strongest condem- 
nation.
